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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/14/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 11, first paragraph: 

The applicant argues that the VRD disclosed in Susskind is not a server, and 
therefore does meet the limitations of claim 17. Upon reading the claim, it is clear that 
the limitation of the claim is a server connected to a VRD for the purpose of storing files 
related to the VRD. Susskind discloses a server connected to a VRD for tracking the 
amount of free space remaining on the VRD. The rejection stands. 

Page 13, second paragraph: 

The applicant argues that Utsunomiya does not disclose a first and second 
controller. As the recorder/players (figure 1, parts 3 and 4) are not located in the same 
box, the applicant argues that they each represent a single controller and therefore 
does meet the limitations in claim 1. The claim does not contain the limitation of 
"contained within the same unit" and thus this limitation will not be read into the claims. 
The rejection stands.
